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THE CURRENT ECONOMIC SITUATION IN CANADA 


Business operations showed recession in September from the high level of the preceding 
nonth. Commodity prices were strong, the greatest gain being recorded in crop products. 
Common stock prices receded from the maximum point on the recovery reached in the preceding 
month. Stock markets were less active and the decline in high-grade bond prices was one of the 
important developments. 


Among the factors indicating the trend of mineral production, exports of nickel recorded a 
gin over August, the index being up from 220-8 to 242-1. The outward movement of copper 
declined from 42,408,000 pounds in August to 33,924,000 in September. A considerable decline 
was shown in the exports of zinc. The shipments of gold from Canadian mines were 282,292 
amees against 301,312 in the preceding month. Silver shipments to the Mint and exiernal 
markets were at a considerably lower level. The exports of the better grades of asbestos increased 
fom 8,000 tons to 9,191. The imports of bauxite declined markedly from the high level of 
August. 

The milling industry was more active in the last month for which statistics are available. 
this constitutes the chief influence in raising the index of the manufacture of foodstuffs from 
#-0 to 96-6. The gain in cheese exports was greater than normal for the season, the index 
noving up from 29-9 to 67-1. The outward movement was 15,950,000 pounds against 6,480,000. 


Minor decline, after seasonal adjustment, was shown in the release of tobacco for consumption. 
The gain in cigars was less than normal for the season, the index receding from 66-3 to 62-1. 
Aslight adjusted decline was also shown in the release of cigarettes. The index of tobacco 
rleases was 143-8 against 145-8. 


A good showing was made in the production of boots and shoes in the last month for which 
statistics are available, the output being 1,827,000 pairs against 1,489,000. Declines were shown 
in the imports of textiles in raw and intermediate form for further manufacture. The imports 
of raw cotton were 5,857,000 pounds against 7,027,000 in August. The index of the imports of 
textiles for this purpose dropped from 97-4 to 90-2. 


Declines, after seasonal adjustment, were shown in September in the production of news- 
print and the exports of pulp and lumber. The index of newsprint production dropped from 
M8-7 to 147-5 and a minor decline was shown in the exports of wood pulp, after seasonal 
adjustment. 


The export of planks and boards dropped to 112,413,000 feet from 164,452,000, the high 
point of the preceding month. 


The gain in the imports of crude petroleum was less than normal for the season. The total 
in September was 127,018,000 gallons. The imports of crude rubber, mainly used in the manu- 
facture of tires, were 3,594,000 pounds compared with 6,304,000 in August. 


A considerable drop was shown in the amount of contracts awarded in the month under 
review. The total was $14,743,000 as compared with $23,837,000 in August. The decline was 
much greater than normal for the season. A drop was also shown in the building permits issued 
in 61 cities, the total in September having been $3,323,000 as against $4,293,000 in the preceding 
month. The construction index consequently dropped from 69-8 in August to 52-1 in September. 
The gain in carloadings was less than normal for the season, the total in September being 220,584 


tars compared with 196,923. The index, after seasonal adjustment, declined from 72-1 to 69-6.

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fhe external trade in both divisions was at a lower level than in August. The adjusted index 
jor imports was 77-6 in September against 80-5 in August. The index of exports dropped from 
190-3 in August to 92-7 in the month under review. 


farnings 

The gross operating revenue of productive enterprise is dependent on the volume of the 
groduct and the prices obtained for that product. A chart on page 2 is designed to show the 
gend of production by Canadian enterprise and the price level based on an index of 567 commodi- 
ties. As the business index showed a gain of 61 p.c. from the early months of 1933 to the present, 
itis evident that the revenue of the producer has shown marked betterment since the first quarter 
of 1933. 


The seasonally adjusted index of employment reached the lowest point in recent years on 
june 1 of that year. Steady improvement was shown until the first of March last, general 
aployment having subsequently shown slight recession followed by a rebound in recent months. 
The seasonally adjusted index of manufacturing employment, practically unaffected by unem- 
ployment relief, has shown steady betterment since May 1, 1933. While we have no current 
masurement of the monthly trend of wage rates, the gain in the number of active wage-earners 
iicates that earnings are showing an improvement over the early months of 1933. 


Despite a gain in retail food prices, the cost of living in Canada has shown no appreciable 
sirance, the index in August being 79.4 compared with 77-0 in May 1933, the lowest point in 
ment years. The general trend of the weekly cost of a family budget was similar to the index 
dthe cost of living. 


fighteen Months of Recovery 


The lowest point in business operations during recent years was reached in February of 
33. Thereafter, the volume of business showed marked improvement, which has been extended 
metically to the present time. The sharp upward trend of recent months is graphically shown 
athe chart on page 4, presenting curves of the index of the physical volume of business with 
ame of its principal components by months from January 1933 to the present. The business 
idex was 107-9 in August compared with 67-0 in February 1933, a gain of 61 p.c. This index, 
«mputed from 45 weighted factors expressed in physical units with seasonal adjustment, is 
mgarded as the best measure of the trend of Canadian business. Mineral production, owing 
minly to the expansion in base metal mining, made a relatively better showing during the 
frst eight months of the present year than most of the main branches of industrial enterprise. 
Manufacturing showed a wide fluctuation, the index being 102-7 in August compared with 
#7 in February 1933, when the lowest point was reached. 


Imports of raw cotton were 7,027,396 pounds in August compared with 6,026,000 in February, 
33, a seasonally adjusted gain of 60 p.c. Flour production in August was 1,161,389 barrels 
wmpared with 845,000 in February, 1933, the index ofter seasonal adjustment showing a gain 
d 64 p.c. 


The newsprint and lumber industries showed marked progress on the road to recovery as 
fir as production is concerned. Output of newsprint was 235,573 tons in September compared 
tith 125,437 tons in the second month of 1933, the index moving up from 85-9 to 148-7. Exports 
dplanks and boards were 164,452,000 feet in August compared with 37,714,000 in February, 
1883, the adjusted increase being 161 p.c. 


Steel ingot production moved up sharply from April to July, 1933, and has since shown further 
apansion. The adjusted output showed a gain of 574 p.c. between February, 1933, and August, 
185. The recovery in the automobile industry was of a substantial character, the gain after 
seasonal adjustment from February, 1933, to August last being 163 p.c. 


The construction industry remained in a relatively depressed condition, contrasting with 
the recovery in other lines. The index of contracts awarded reflects some revival in the last 
6765—2 
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30 months, recently accelerated by the public works program. The expansion in the output of 
electric power was one of the features of the recovery. An index of 206-2 represented the leye] 
of production in August compared with 136-1 in February, 1933, the month chosen for com. 
parison. Carloadings showed a somewhat higher level in the first eight months of 1935 than jp 
the same period last year. 


Reflecting the industrial expansion in Canada and the revival of demand in outside markets, 
the external trade of the Dominion was at a much higher level in the first eight months of the 
present year than in the same period of 1933. Imports showed an adjusted gain of 59 p.c. ovg 
February, 1933, while exports recorded an increase of 102 p.c. in the same comparison. The 
favourable balance of merchandise trade was $54,083,629 in the first eight months of 1935 
compared with $57,114,797 in the same period of 1933, a decline of 5-3 p.c. 


The Weekly Economic Index 


The weekly index of economic conditions is based on six factors expressed as a percentag 
of the weekly average for 1926. The components are: (1) index of carloadings; (2) wholesale 
prices based since January, 1934, on 567 commodities; (3) bond prices computed from the bid 
quotations on Dominion government bonds; (4) bank clearings in 32 clearing centres with seasonal 
adjustment; (5) index of common stocks based on 112 stocks traded on the Canadian stock 
exchanges; and (6) the number of shares traded on the Montreal and Toronto stock exchanges, 


The weights are as follows: carloadings, 21-682; wholesale prices, 21-442; bond prices 
35-248; clearings, 13-194; common stocks, 7-933; and trading, 0-500. 


The first step of the computation is the adjustment of bank clearings for seasonal tendencies, 
seasonal indexes being based on the experience with the factor from 1926 to 1933. 


(2) Bank clearings, bond prices and speculative trading are expressed in percentages of the 
1926 average. 


(3) Each of the indexes or relatives are weighted by multiplying by the appropriate numbers 
given above. The sum of the products divided by 100 is the required economic index. 


A table showing the economic index and its components by weeks from January, 1933, to 
the present is given on pages 10 and 11 and a graphical presentation is given on page 30. 


Wholesale Prices 

An important rise in wholesale prices took place in September offsetting most of the decline 
in the months following April. The inpex moved up from 71-6 in August to 72-3 in the month 
under review. The gain in crop products was the most -extensive among the major groups. 
Wheat was especially strong, the grain index advancing from 57-4 to 60-8. In the metal group 
advances were fairly general, higher quotations being shown for copper, lead, tin and zinc. The 
index for silver declined from 107-5 to 106-3. 


A moderate decline in food prices was the chief influence in depressing sligthly the index af 
the cost of living. The standing was 79-3 against 79-4 in August and 78-8 in the same month 
of last year. 


Security Prices 

Common stock prices showed a week to week decline in September and the average inde 
dropped from 94-7 in August to 93-6 in the month under review. Industrials were stronger, the 
index moving up one point at 147-1. Only four industrial groups recorded gains, these including 
beverages, milling, miscellaneous, pulp and paper. The index of the power and traction stocks 
receded from 60-8 to 58-6 and the decline in the index of bank stocks was from 70-6 to 65-4, 


Mining stocks rallied in September, gains being shown in the gold and base metal groups 
The mining index was lower in August than for more than a year, the decline from April ons 
monthly basis having been continuous. 
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CONDITIONS IN THE UNITED STATES 


The volume of productive operations in the United States increased more than seasonally 
during September over the August level. Re-arrangements in the productive schedules of the 
ytomotive industry naturally had a counter-seasonal effect on the primary iron and steel industry, 
Textile industries, retail trade, miscellaneous car loadings, and construction contracts awarded, 
eorded seasonally adjusted advances over August. The average wholesale price of 784 com- 
modities advanced 0-6 p.c. in September according to the United States Bureau of Labor index, 
the chief activity being in primary products such as farm products, hides and leather products, 
and textiles. 


Heavy movements of European capital to the United States occasioned by the present war 
gare have greatly increased the American gold holdings. The security markets have been 
gnerally unsettled and subject to sharp reactions to foreign news but the level of August prices 
msabout maintained and the volume of trading has been generally well maintained. Corporate 
isues gained 0-7 p.c. during September, railroads 1-0 p.c., industrials 1-1 p.c. and public utilities 
(1 p.c. 

The index of the cost of living in the United States continues to advance slightly. During 
September industrial employment again expanded, with manufactures leading the advance. 
Te output of electric power was slightly lower than during August. Crude petroleum output 
continued to increase during September and activity in the iron and steel industry reached the 
highest levels for this year on a seasonally adjusted basis. Copper prices again advanced to 
tenine cent level from which they diverged on June 26, 1935. This rise, as well as increases in 
int and lead, was explained by heavy demands at home and abroad. Private construction 
mtracts have shown remarkable activity and given promise of a building boom. 


Domestic business continues active in the wholesale markets and in the current volume of 
mail trade, justifying increased production schedules. During August both United States 
qorts and imports increased in value showing an import balance of nearly $12 million. 


Crop estimates were revised downward at the end of August by the Crop Reporting Board. 
Reduced wheat acreages and yields necessitate Canadian imports on an appreciable scale. 


CONDITIONS IN THE UNITED KINGDOM 


Slow but steady advance in productive operations in the United Kingdom has been main- 
ined. The improvement in the first half of the current year has continued well into the second 
ulf and barring unforseen international developments the results for the year 1935 should be 
siderably above 1934. 


Employment in August showed a fair seasonal advance, when the total number of insured 
htsons at work surpassed all previous records. The index of business activity maintained by 
te Economist, after holding steady in August, began to move upward in September. Recovery 
mms to be concentrated in the capital equipment industries. The index of building activity 
mched a new record in August and is now considerably above the pre-depression level. 


Iron and steel activity continues to be encouraging but the present “Economic Sanctions’ 
moposed against Italy will undoubtedly be felt by this and other primary industries. 


The experience of Great Britain since the turn of the depression has conformed with that 
many other countries in at least one respect, viz., recovery has been concentrated in the internal 
ade, with comparatively little expansion in external trade. The Chinese wall of tariff isolation 
i resulted in a new orientation of industrial tendencies in the last few years. Nevertheless, 
port figures for the elapsed period of 1935 show an appreciable improvement in this phase 
‘external trade, particularly in the case of trade with the other sections of the Empire.

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STATISTIQUES COURANTES DES AFFAIRES AU CANADA 


Les affaires de septembre ne sont pas restées 4 leur niveau du mois précédent. Le cours 
des denrées a été vigoureux, le plus grand gain se trouvant dans les produits agricoles. Le cours 
ies actions ordinaires a reculé de son point le plus élevé depuis la dépression, touché le mois 
pécédent. Les opérations de bourse ont été moins actives et le déclin des obligations de tout 
repos a 6té un des développements importants du mois. 

Parmi les facteurs servant 4 mesurer la production minérale les exportations de nickel mon- 
ent un gain sur aotit, l’indice s’élevant de 220-8 4 242-1. Les exportations de cuivre ont 
ieliné de 42,408,000 livres en aofit A 33,924,000 en septembre. Il y a un déclin considérable 
is exportations de zinc. Les expéditions d’or des mines canadiennes donnent 282,292 onces 
wmparativement & 301,312 le mois précsédent. Les expéditions d’argent & la Monnaie et aux 
mrchés ext¢érieurs ont été beaucoup plus faibles. Les exportations d’amiante de qualité supé- 
feure ont augmenté de 8,000 tonnes A 9,191 tonnes. Les importations de bauxite ont décliné 
prtement de leur haut niveau d’aoit. 

La minoterie a été plus active le dernier mois sur lequel les statistiques sont établies. Cette 
ndustrie contribue la principale influence qui éléve l’indice des manufactures de produits ali- 
nmantaires de 90-0 & 96-6. Les exportations de fromage ont dépassé la normale de la saison, 
indice montant de 29-9 a 67-1, soit de 15,950,000 livres comparativement a 6,480,000. 

Aprés ajustement pour variations saisonniéres il y a un déclin mineur dans les dédouane- 
nents de tabac pour la consommation. Le gain dans les cigares est inférieur 4 la normale de la 
saison, l’indice reculant de 66-3 A 62-1. Il y a un faible déclin ajusté dans les dédouanements 
weigarettes. L’indice des dédouanements de tabac est descendu 4 143-8 comparativement A 
1-8. 

La production de chaussures a fait bonne figure le dernier mois sur lequel les statistiques sont 
wmnues, se chiffrant 4 1,827,000 paires comparativement 4 1,489,000. Il y a des déclins dans les 
mportations de textiles 4 l'état brut, pour le ravitaillement de nos manufactures. Les impor- 
tutions de coton brut sont de 5,857,000 livres comparativement A 7,027,000 en aodit. L’indice 
éla production de papier A journal en septembre a tombé, de méme que ceux de la pulpe et du 
wis d’ceuvre. L’indice de production de papier 4 journal a tombé de 148-7 & 147-5 et il y a un 
élin mineur dans les exportations de pulpe de bois, toujours aprés ajustement. 

Les exportations de madriers et de planches ont tombé A 122,413,000 pieds de 164,452,000 
welles étaient le mois précédent. 


Le gain des importations de pétrole brut est inférieur A la normale de la saison. Le total 
septembre est de 127,018,000 gallons. Les importations de caoutchouc brut, employé en plus 
gande partie dans la fabrication des bandages, sont de 3,594,000 livres comparativement A 
6,304,000 en aotit. 


Ily a une baisse considérable dans la valeur des contrats de construction. Leur total est de 
$4,743,000 comparativement A $23,837,000 en aot. Le déclin est plus que normal pour la saison. 
llyaaussi une baisse dans les permis de bAtir de 61 cités, le total de septembre étant de $3,323,000 
cmparativement 4 $4,293,000 le mois précédent. En conséquence, l’indice de la construction 
thaissé de 69-8 en aotit 4 52-1en septembre. Le gain des chargements de wagons est moins que 
wmal pour la saison, le total de septembre étant de 220,584 wagons comparativement 4 196,923. 
Vindice, aprés ajustement saisonnier, a décliné de 72-1 & 69-6. Le commerce extérieur est A 
plus bas niveau dans les deux divisions en aot. L’indice ajusté des importations est de 77-6 en 
*ptembre comparativement 4 80-5 en aot. L’indice des exportations a baissé de 100-3 en aodt 
i%2-7 le mois sous revue. 
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Gains 

Les revenus bruts des entreprises productives dépendent du volume de la production et deg 
prix. Le graphique de la page 2 montre la tendance des entreprises productives canadiennes et 
le niveau des prix, basé sur un indice de 567 articles. Comme l’indice des affaires montre yp 
gain de 61 p.c. depuis les premiers mois de 1933 jusqu’a présent, il est évident que le revenu dy 
producteur a fait un gain marqué depuis le premier trimestre de 1933. 

L’indice de l’emploiement, ajusté pour variations saisonniéres, a touché le point le plus bag 
de ces derniéres années le ler juin de 1933. Il y a une amélioration continue jusqu’au ler mars 
dernier, l’emploiement général ayant montré de fréquents reculs, suivis d’une accélération en ¢ey 
derniers mois. L’indice ajusté de l’emploiement dans les manufactures, qui n’est presque pas 
affecté par les secours aux chémeurs, montre une amélioration continue depuis le ler mai 1933, 
Bien que nous n’ayons aucune jauge courante de la marche mensuelle des salaires, le gain dans le 
nombre des travailleurs occupés indique une amélioration des gains sur les premiers mois de 1933, 

Malgré une avance des prix de détail des denrées alimentaires, le cot de la vie au Canada, 
n’a pas de mouvement appréciable, l’indice d’aodt étant a 79-4 comparativement & 77-0 en maj 
1933, le point le plus bas de ces derniéres années. La courbe du budget hebdomadaire d’une 
famille suit celle du codt de la vie. 


Dix huit mois de reprise. 

Le point le plus bas des opérations commerciales de ces derniéres années a été touché en 
février 1933. Depuis cette date, le volume des affaires s’est amélioré visiblement, de fagon 
presque continue, jusqu’a l’heure actuelle. La forte amélioration de ces derniers mois est illus 
trée par le graphique de la page 4, montrant la courbe de l’indice du volume physique des affaires 
avec quelques-uns de ses principaux éléments, par mois, depuis janvier 1933 jusqu’a date. L’indice 
des affaires était 4 107-9 en aofit dernier comparativement 4 67-0 en février 1933, un gain de 
61 p.c. Cet indice, caleulé sur 45 facteurs exprimés en unités physiques, avec ajustement pour 
variations saisonniéres, est considéré comme la meilleure mesure de la marche des affaires ay 
Canada. La production minérale, a la suite de l’expansion des mines de métaux communs, a fait 
relativement meilleure figure les huit premiers mois de l’année courante que la plupart des autres 
principales branches de l’entreprise industrielle. Les manufactures montrent une large flue 
tuation, l’indice étant 4 102-7 en aoit comparativement 4 58-7 en février 1933, son point le plus 
bas. 

Les importations de coton brut sont de 7,027,396 livres en aoit comparativement & 6,027,00 
en février 1933, un gain ajusté de 60 p.c. La production de farine en aofit est de 1,161,389 barils 
comparativement A 845,000 barils en février 1933, l’indice, aprés ajustement, montrant un gain de 
64 p.c. 

Les industries du papier 4 journal et du bois d’ceuvre montrent des progrés marqués au 
point de vue production. La production de papier 4 journal est de 235,573 tonnes en septembre 
comparativement 4 125,437 tonnes le second mois de 1933, l’indice montant de 85-9 4 148-7. Le 
exportations de planches et madriers sont de 164,452,000 pieds en aodit comparativement 4 
37,714,000 pieds en février 1933, l’avance ajustée étant de 161 p.c. 

La production d’acier en loupe a monté vivement d’avril & juillet 1933 et depuis a continué 
son expansion. La production ajustée montre un gain de 574 p.c. entre février 1933 et aodt 1935. 
Le relévement de l'industrie de l’automobile a été d’un caractére substantiel, le gain, aprés ajuste- 
ment, est de 163 p.c. entre février 1933 et aoft dernier. La construction est restée dans une 
dépression relative en contraste avec le relévement des autres industries. L’indice des contrats 
refléte un certain relévement les derniers trente mois, récemment accéléré par le programme de 
travaux publics. L’expansion de l’énergie électrique a été un des traits de ce relévement. Un 
indice de 206-2 représente le niveau de la production en aofit comparativement A 136-1 en février 
1933, le mois choisi pour comparaison. Les chargements de wagons montrent un niveau légire 
ment plus élevé les premiers huit mois de 1935 que la période correspondante de l’an dernier. 

Refiétant l’expansion industrielle au Canada et la reprise de la demande sur les marché 
extérieurs, le commerce extérieur du Dominion est & niveau beaucoup plus élevé les premiers huit 
mois de l’année courante que la période correspondante de 1933, les importations montrant m2 
gain ajusté de 59 p.c. sur la période de février 1933 tandis que les exportations montrent une aug 
mentation de 102 p.c. dans la méme comparaison. La balance favorable des échanges de mar 
chandises est de $54,083,629 les premiers huit mois de 1935 comparativement & $57,114,797 4 
méme période de 1933, un déclin de 5-3 p.c. 
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Indice économique hebdomadaire 
L'indice hebdomadaire de la situation économique est basé sur six facteurs exprimés en 
tages de la moyenne de 1926. Ces éléments sont: (1) chargements de wagons; (2) prix 
iegros, basés depuis janvier 1934 sur 567 articles; (3) cours des obligations, calculé sur les cotes 
jofire pour obligations du gouvernement du Dominion; (4) compensations bancaires dans 32 
atres de compensation, avec ajustement pour variations saisonniéres; (5) indices des actions 
gdinaires basés sur 112 titres inscrits aux bourses canadiennes, et (6) volume des opérations 
iebourse 4 Montréal et 4 Toronto.

Un déclin modéré des denrées alimentaires a servi 4 abaisser légérement l’indice du coat de la 
te, qui marque en septembre 79-3 comparativement 4 79-4 en aodt et 78-8 le méme mois de 
lmnée précédente. 


leurs mobiliéres 

les actions ordinaires ont fiéchi de semaine en semaine en septembre, et l’indice moyen a 
uissé de 94-7 en aofit a 93-6 le mois sous revue. Les industriels ont été plus forts, l’indice 
wntant d’un point A 147-1. Quatre groupes industriels sont les seuls 4 montrer des gains, 
tux-ci comprenant les breuvages, les minoteries, les divers, et pulpe et papier. L’indice des 
tes d’énergie et traction a reculé de 60-8 A 58-6, et le déclin de l’indice de titres bancaires est 
#70-6 a 65-9. 

Les titres miniers se sont relevés en septembre, les groupes de l’or et des métaux communs 
mntrant des gains. L’indice est plus bas en aot que depuis plus d’un an, le déclin sur une base 
mnsuel le ayant été continu depuis avril. 


LA SITUATION AUX ETATS-UNIS 


le volume des opérations productives aux Etats-Unis a augmenté plus que normalement 
pur la saison en septembre. Des remaniements dans les programmes de production de I’in- 
twtrie de l’automobile ont eu une répercussion contraire A la tendance saisonniére dans I’in- 
iwirie primaire du fer et de l’acier. Les industries textiles, le commerce de détail, les char- 
ments divers de wagons et les contrats de construction donnent en septembre des avances 
tionniéres sur aotit. La moyenne des prix de gros de.784 articles a avancé de 0-6 p.c. en sep- 
tmbre, d’aprés l’indice du Bureau of Labor, cette avance se constatant dans les produits 
Mimaires, tels que les produits de la ferme, les peaux et cuirs et les textiles. 


De forts arrivages de capital européen, dont le mouvement est provoqué par les craintes de 
here, ont grandement augmenté les stocks d’or américain. Le marché des valeurs mobiliéres 
i#é généralement irrégulier et sujet & de violentes réactions sous l’influence des nouvelles étran- 
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géres, mais le niveau des prix d’aodt s’est 4 peu prés maintenu et le volume des opérations a 4g 
assez stable. Les émissions des corporations ont monté de 0-7 p.c. en septembre, les chemin 
de fer 1-0 p.c., les titres industriels 1-1 p.c. et les utilités publiques 0-1 p.e. 

L’indice du coft de la vie aux Etats-Unis a continué son avance. En septembre, l'emploi. 
ment industriel a continué son expansion, les manufactures y faisant la plus grande contriby. 
tion. La production d’énergie électrique a été légérement plus faible qu’en aoit. La produetion 
de pétrole brut a continué son accélération en septembre et l’activité dans l'industrie sidérurgique 
a atteint ses plus hauts niveaux de l’année, aprés ajustement pour variations saisonniéres, [pg 
cours du cuivre ont avancé de nouveau A neuf cents, niveau qu’il avait perdu depuis le 26 juin 
1935. Cette hausse, aussi bien que l’avance du zinc et du plomb, est expliquée par la forte 
demande domestique et étrangére. Les contrats de construction privée ont montré une activité 
remarquable et font prévoir un boom du batiment. : 

Le commerce intérieur est toujours actif sur les marchés de gros et dans le volume du com- 
merce de détail courant, justifiant une production sur une plus grande échelle. Au cours d’apii 
les importations et les exportations des Etats-Unis ont augmenté en valeur montrant une balance 
d’importations de prés de $12 millions. 

Les estimations des récoltes sont plus faibles aprés la revision de la fin d’aodt par le Crp 
Board. Les réductions en superficie et en rendement rendent nécessaires des importations appr 
ciables de grain canadien. 


LA SITUATION EN GRANDE-BRETAGNE 


Les opérations productives dans le Royaume-Uni avancent lentement mais sans intermp 
tion. L’amélioration du premier semestre de l’année courante s’est bien continuée dans le second 
et s'il ne survient pas de complications internationales imprévues les résultats de 1935 devraient 
étre considérablement supérieurs 4 ceux de 1934. 


L’emploiement d’aotit montre une avance saisonniére raisonnable, le nombre global de per 


sonnes assurées et occupées dépassant tous les précédents. L’indice de l’activité économigne 
maintenu par ‘The Economist” aprés étre resté ferme en aoiit a commencé un mouvement & 
hausse en septembre. Le relévement semble concentré sur l’outillage capital des industries 
L’indice de la construction a touché un nouveau record en aodt et il est maintenant considé 
rablement au-dessus de son niveau de pré-dépression. 


L’activité des industries sidérurgiques est toujours encourageante mais les sanctions éeono- 
miques proposées contre I’Italie auront probablement leur contre-coup dans cette industri 
comme dans les autres industries primaires. 

Depuis que la dépression semble déroutée, la Grande-Bretagne a suivi la méme voie qu 
plusieurs autres pays dans au moins une direction, c’est-A-dire que le relévement s’est concent 
dans le commerce intérieur avec comparativement peu d’expansion du commerce extériew. 
L’isolation causée par la muraille de Chine qui s’appelle le tarif a résulté en une orientation nov- 
velle des tendances industrielles depuis quelques années. Néanmoins, les chiffres des exports- 
tions dans la période écoulée de 1935 montrent une amélioration appréciable du commerce extt- 
rieur, particuliérement dans ses relations avec les autres sections de l’Empire.
